INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has, after having received the interaauoaal search report, ooe opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, aince all parts of the international application (claims 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e-g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of -provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international publication 
Furthermore, h should be emphasized that provisional protection is available in tome States only. 



What parts of the International application may be amended ? 

The claims only. 

The description and the drawings may only be amended during international preliminary examination under 
Chapter EL 



When ? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 16 months from the priority 
date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the imwvlm^ will be considered 
as having been received on ume if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiration of the 
applicable time limit but before the completion of the t^"l preparations for international publication 



Where not to die the amendments ? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for interna tiooal preliminary examination has been/is filed, see below. 



How ? Either by ranorlling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new daims or by imwHing the text of 
one or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the daims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

All the daims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
dincclled, no renumbering of the other daims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 



What doedmeats mvst/naay a-ccomp*ny Che amendments ? 

Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended daims. It should not be 
confounded with the "Statement under Article 19(1)" (see below, under "Statement under Article 19(1)"). 
The l et t e r must indicate the differences between the daims as filed and the daims as amended. It must, in 
particular, indicate, m exxincctioo with each claim ipp<anng uiube international ipplication (it being understood 
that identical indications concerning several daims may be grouped), whether 
(i) the daim is unchanged; 
(ii) the daim is cancelled; 
' (iii) the daim is new; 

! (iv) the daim replaces one or more daims as filed; 

(v) the daim is the result of the division of a daim as filed. 
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
